the 3rd September, 1980 under the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. 701 (F) dated the 3rd 
September, 1980 for the information and inviting objections and sugg stions from the persons likely to beafll ctrd there by till the expiry 
h>f the period of two months from the date of publication; 

And whereas, the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 3rd September, 1980. 

And whereas, the objections and suggestions received on the said proposals have been considered by the Centra! Gcsenmcrt:

(b) "Semi-skilled work" is one which involves some degree of skill or competence acquired through experience ort the job ‘ 
and. which is capable of being performed under the supervision or guidance of a stilled employee and includes unskilled 
supersisory work; 

(c) "Skilled world' is , r,e which involves skill 01 competence atquired through experience on the job or through training as 
an apprentice or in a technical or vpcational institute and the performances of which calls for initiative and judgement; 

(d) Highly Skilled work" means work which calls for a high dogrec of perfection and full competence in the performance of 
certain tasks, acquired through Intensive technical or professional training or practical work experience for long years and 
also requires of a worker to assume full responsibility for the mdgement or decision involved in the execution of the^e , 
tasks.
